Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In Remarks/Arguments section applicant argues 
that his amendment of inventorship is correct, therefore the reference Palpanas et al. should removed as a reference against the claimed 
invention. 

In response to the proceeding arguments examiner respectfully submits the following: 

1 . The affidavit 1 .132 filed on 6/27/2006 shouldn't be labeled as an amendment, but instead should be labeled as "correction of 
inventorship." 

2. The amendment is still ineffective because on April 15, 2004 applicant faxed a request to correct inventorship in which applicant added 
Peter J. Haas as one of the inventors of the invention. Therefore Peter J Haas has not signed the affidavit 1 .132 filed on 6/27/2006. 

3. The reference used as prior art still applies because there are 4 inventors for the application including Peter J. Haas and the reference 
also has 4 inventors and only 3 are common. Therefore the inventive entity is different and the reference still holds. 

4. The affidavit 1 .132 filed on 6/27/2006 is ineffective because the applicant has not fulfilled the requirements for attributing the reference 
to the applicants. In accordance with MPEP 716.10 the applicant must provide evidence that establishes that the subject matter relied on 
in the reference was derived from the applicant and invented by the applicant. The applicant's declaration must assert the invention and 
facts establishing derivation. Note that in this case it remains unclear what contributions Themistoklis Palpanas provided to the article, 
particularly since he did not contribute to the invention. 

Therefore the reference still qualifies as a prior art under 102 (a). 
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
